It  is  a privilege  to  submit  the  final  report  on  the  health  of  the 
Rural  District  of  Hiraethog  for  the  year  1973 » 

The  statistics  have  been  prepared  from  records  maintained  by  the 
Health  Department  and  although  they  are  not  strictly  accurate,  they  are 
sufficiently  sc,  to  be  able  to  affirm  that  the  general  standard  of  health 
has  been  satisfactorily  maintained  diiring  the  past  year* 

Previously,  it  was  customary  te  await  the  Registrar  General's  returns 
which  had  taken  into  account  the  transfer  in  and  out  of  deaths,  births, 
infant  and  maternal  mortality,  but  this  would  have  meant  waiting  until 
after  the  dissolution  of  the  Authority,  V/e,  your  officers,  felt  that  it 
was  desirable  to  make  every  effort  to  include  the  last  chapter  on  health, 
before  finally  closing  the  record  book.  It  is  gratifying  that  the 
statistics  for  this  final  year  are  satisfactory  and  that  there  has  been 
no  sudden  or  serious  deterioration  in  health  standards  but  rather  that 
steady  progress  has  been  maintained. 

Towards  the  end  of  1973 » Mr.  Seth  Roberts  was  already  heavily  engaged 
with  his  new  appointment  as  Chief  Public  Health  Officer,  Colwyn,  Character- 
istically, he  has  tackled  the  new  challenge  with  zeal  and  enthusiasm  and 
\mdoubtedly,  he  will  serve  his  new  Authority  with  the  same  devotion  and 
enthusiasm  as  he  has  done  Hiraethog  over  the  years* 

Dr,  Lynn  Williams  and  I feel  privileged  to  have  been  allowed  to  serve 
Hiraethog  and  we  both  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  warm  and 
courteous  and  friendly  reception  which  we  invariably  received  from  all 
members  and  staff,  ¥e  hope  that  o\ir  contribution  dioring  the  past  few  years 
will  have  helped,  in  some  small  way,  to  safeguard  the  future  health 
services  of  the  area.

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The  total  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  38 « It  is  gratifying 
to  record  the  very  small  number  of  deaths  in  the  yoimger  age  groups*  Wo 
deaths  occurred  in  persons  under  15  years.  Only  one  death  in  15/34  year 
age  groups  and  only  3 in  the  35/54  year  age  groups.  Deaths  in  persons  65 
years  and  over  accounted  for  over  70%  of  the  total  deaths.

The  County  Public  Health  Inspector  takes  regular  samples  of  milk  from  all 
producer/retailers  of  milk  and  during  1973  no  cases  of  infection  were  foxand 
in  any  her^«  Until  this  disease  is  completely  eradicated  from  cattle  all 
whose  work  brings  them  into  contact  with  cov/s  or  drink  milk  from  infected 
animals  are  at  risk  of  contracting  this  disease.  Many  human  cases  probably 
occur  without  being  diagnosed  because  of  the  insidious  chronic  and  indefinite 
nature  of  the  disease,  in  man.  Pasteurisation  of  milk  is  an  effective 
method  of  killing  the  brucella  organism  and  other  organisms  such  as 
Salmonellae  which  cause  diseases  in  man  and  cattle.

CARE  OF  THE  AGED 

Several  elderly  persons  were  visited  during  the  year  but  no  formal 
action  was  necessary  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act, 
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ELT^/IRO^IT'ENTiYL  APPIUiISAL  OP  AREA 


Unfort-unately,  the  pressures  of  reorganisation  do  not  permit  the 
ideal  of  a comprehensive  report  of  the  present  conditions  in  the  area,  and 
a comparison  v/ith  IO/15  years  - thus  indicating  the  ri^nendous  progress 
which  has  been  made  over  the  period.  As  the  Hiraethog  Council  goes  into 
‘liquidation*  it  can  certainly  hold  its  head  high  and  he  proud  of  the 
progress  made  - a record  comparable  to  any  in  the  Principality,  \\/hilst 
certain  fields  require  attention,  it  is  mainly  in  the  field  of  consolidation 
ol  work  done  and  already  in  the  pipeline.  Indeed  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  new  respective  Authorities  concerned  will  pursue  a policy  on  these 
lines • 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  area  has  practically  all  been  sewered  in  the  villages  and  hamlets  - 
the  two  outstanding  it  is  hoped  will  be  well  advanced  by  the  time  of  re- 
organisation viz,  - Tan  Lan  and  Muriau.  Both  are  small  schemes,  basically 
on  septic  tank  and  filter,  each  serving  eight  houses  respectively. 

There  are  eighteen  sewage  disposal  schem.es  and  fifteen  septic  tanks  in 
the  area.  It  is  estimated  that  81  per  cent  of  all  properties  in  the  a,rea 
are  connected  to  Local  Authority  sewers  or  on  their  own  septic  tank. 

Septic  tanlc  cleaning  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  at  a minimum  charge 
of  £2, 

Water  Supply 

The  area  is  comprehensively  served  by  mains  water  of  the  \/est 
Denbighshire  and  V/est  Flintshire  Vi/ater  Board  and  a minor  area  by  the  V/est 
Wirral  V/ater  Board, 

A total  of  264  properties,  mainly  farms  are  served  by  their  own 
water  supply  schemes.  Future  Authorities  should  have  regard  to  regular 
monitoring  of  these  supplies.  The  majority  of  these  are  acid  in  character 
with  low  pH  value.

Litter  Baskets 


An  annual  contract  is  made  with  the  Denbighshire  County  Council  for 
emptying  of  litter  baskets  provided  by  them  at  lay-bys  for  the  sum  of 
£12  each.  This  system  v/orked  well  during  the  year,  but  difficulty  was 
experienced  with  the  open  wire  mesh  type  of  litter  basket,  which  are  often 
scavenged  by  birds  and  animals.  It  is  suggested  that  all  these  should  be 
changed  for  disposable  sacks. 

Rodent  Control 


The  co-operation  of  the  Nant  Conwy  R.D.C.  in  sharing  a full-time 
operator  continued  satisfactorily  and  the  operator  being  employed  in  each 
district  on  alternate  weeks.  The  Co\mcil  enters  into  annual  contracts 
with  farmers  and  business  prem.ises  for  regular  servicing  and  revenue  £126 
was  obtained  during  the  year.

There  were  several  major  rat  infestations  in  numerous  properties  — 
to  some  extent  greater  than  that  for  many  years  past.  It  is  well  for 
farmers  and  others  to  be  made  aware  of  the  fact  that  rodents  are  well-kno’vn 
carriers  of  foot  and  mouth  virus,  Weil's  disease,  apart  from  losses  which 
they  cause  to  feeding  stiiffs,  etc.,  by  spoilage.

There  are  10  Local  Authority  School  Canteens  within  the  area  and  the 
standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  of  these  is  high.  There  is  a Field 
Stuedies  Centre  within  the  area  with  its  own  canteen  facilities,  which  is 
also  of  a very  high  hygienic  standard. 

One  residential  establishment  agreed  to  their  food  handling  staff 
(10  in  number)  being  medically  screened.  One  member  was  found  to  be  a 
symptomless  excreter  of  Salmonella  and  was  excluded  informally  from  food 
handling  duties  until  found  to  be  clear,  ¥e  are  grateful  for  the  excellent 
co-operation  received  from  the  staff  of  this  establishment  and  this 
illustrates  the  imuortance  of  the  screening  of  all  food  handlers,  and  it  is 
felt  that  legislation  to  ensure  that  all  food  ha.ndling  personnel  a,re 
screened,  is  overdue.

Slaughtering  continued  in  the  one  licensed  premises  in  the  district 
Coed-y-Celyn,  Betws-y-Coed„  One  hundred  per  cent  inspection  was  maintained 
diiring  the  year,  although  the  irregular  hours  of  slaughtering  necessitates 
regular  working  on  Sundays  and  Statutory  Holidays,  together  with  one  or  two 
evenings  a week.  Having  regard  to  the  small  throughput,  however,  and  the 
considerable  inconvenience  which  would  thereby  be  caused  to  the  butchers 
concernea,  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  restrict  the  hours  of  slaughtering, 
as  provided  for  under  the  Meat  Inspection  (ilmendment)  Regulations,  I966* 

A joint  service  is  in  existence  with  the  Llanrwst  Urban  District 
Council  to  ensure  that  the  meat  inspectors  of  the  respective  Authorities 
reciprocate  during  holidays  and  periods  of  indisposition,  A free  reciprocal 
service  up  to  a maximum  of  30  hours  in  any  one  year  is  given,  and  thereafter 
a charge  of  75p  pei"  hour. 

The  meat  produced  from  this  slaughterhouse  is  tindoubtedly  of  excellent 
quality,  with  very  little  disease  other  than  minor  parasitic  infection. 

Charges  are  made  for  inspection  as  laid  down  in  the  Regulations,  viz. 
Beef  12-|-p,  Calf  or  Pig  4p»  Sheep  or  Lamb  2-^p,
